Dr. C. O. Swinney, who recently came 
here from New York, fired two shots 
at her, fatally wounding her, and then 
turning the revolver on /ii'mself, he 
placed the muzzle in his mouth and 
Pulled the trigger, dying almost in- 
stantliy. Badly wounded as she was, 
with two bullets embedded in her skull, 
Miss Swinney ran from the room and 
upstairs to the principal's room before 
She fell, 
Tragedy at Girls’ School. 

The tragedy occurred in the reception 
room of the Normal and Collegiate 
Institute, a large girls’ boarding school 
in this city, where Miss Swinney had 
been a pupil for the past session. Just 
what occurred prior to the shooting is 
not known, as there ‘were no. wit- 
nesses, and the girl, while still con- 
scious, could give but a vague account. 
Dr. Swinney, who up to a few years 
ago had been a prominent physician in 
New York City, has for some time past 
been in poor health ,and of late, it 
is alleged, his mind has been uffbal- 


anced. 

Recantly his daughter was one of a 
number of schoo! girls who, as an Apri 
Fool's Joke, absented themselves from 
school. and the father brooded over 
the little escapade until ![t assumed to 
him the proportions of actual wrong- 
doing. When Dr. Swinney called on hie 
daughter at the school this afternoon 
about 5 o’clook he was shown into the 
reception room, and a few minutes 
later his daughter came down an@ 
went into the room, closing the door 
behind her. 

Girl at Piano. 


She sat down at the piano, her father 
sitting beeide her. Half an hour later 
getirls and teachers were startled by 
four shots ringing out, and a second 
afterwards Miss Swinney, blood 
streaming from the wounds in her 
head, came rushing from tne room. In 
@ few minutes the wildest confusion 
teigned, school girls and women teach- 
ere runming here and there, but Miss 
Robinson, the principal, speedily re- 
stored order @nd hastily summoned ¢@ 
phywolan. 

Mise Swinney was desperately wound- 
ed and there is little chance for her 
Tecovery. 

Signe of Hard Struggle. 


The room in which the tragedy oc- 
curred showed signs of a hard strug- 
gie. Chairs were overturned, and the

Tying in the middle of the. room. The 
father was lying on the floor of one 
side, face downward with the revolver. 
with four chambers empty, under him. 

The attempted murder and suicide 
were evidently deliberately planned, 
as before going to the school Dr. Swin- 
mey bought a revolver and two rounds 
of cartridges at a pawn shop. 

Although it is safd his mind has been 
unbalanced for some time he had never 
been violent and his family were total- 
ly unprepared for the dreadful trag- 
edy. He was a father-in-law of Dr. J. 
A. Sinclair, a prominent dentist of this 
eity, and since hig return from New 
York a few weeks ago Dr. Swinney 
had made his home with him. |

Why Mrs. Jones Opposes Smith. 

Mrs. Sam FP. Jones, president of the 
Cartersville union, vacated the chair, 
and offered her resignation, to take ef- 
fect when the resolution, indorsing Hoke 
Smith, was adopted. Mrs. Jones made 
an impassioned speech, in which she de- 
claréd that ghe could not indorse Hoke 
Smith, in view of his statement regard- 


Associated Press. ‘“‘] am as good a pro- 
hibitionist ag any of you, but I cannot 
wear this little white ribbon, which 
means total prohibition, and go on rec- 
ord as indorsing Hoke Smith.

Armour'’s speech, and when it resulted 
in a vote of 6 to § for iedorsing Smith 
and denouncing Brown, Mrs. Jones re- 
signed. Efforts were made to induce

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THREAT BY ROOSEVELT 
EXPLAINED BY HOBSON 


Hobson Tells Why President 
Threatened to Veto Public 
Building Bills if Provision 
Is Not Made for Four 
Battleships. 


Washington, April 15.—By a vote c? 
199 to 83, the house of representatives 
today decided against the president's 
program for four battleships, and ad- 
hered to the recommendation of its 
committee on naval affairs for two 
vessels of that type. This result was 
reached after a debate which lasted 
for four hours, and was received with 
applause. 

' The entire session was devoted to a 
consideration of the navy increase pro- 
vision of the naval appropriation bill. 
As this increase was provided for in the 
last section of the bill, the measure 
was practically concluded with the 
disposition of the provision. The com- 
mittee of the whole concluded its 
work, and will report to the house to- 
morrow for a final vote on its pas- 
cage. 

Chief Subject of Interest. 

The provision for battleships was the 
chief subject of interest, the commit- 
tee’s recommendation for two ships of 
that type prevailing by a decisive vote 
after a hard-fought effort to increase 
>the number to four. The increase was 
opposed by Mr. Tawney, chairman of 
the committee on appropriations; Mr. 
Foss, chajrman of the committee on 
naval affairs; Mr. Williams, minority 
leader, and many others, and was ad- 
vocated by Mr. Hobson of Alabama, 
who declared that, in relation to the 
increase of other nations, four battle- 
Ships would only keep the American 
navy abreast of other great navies. 

Speaking for Papa-in-Law. 

Mr. Longworth of Ohlo, in a vigor- 
ous speech, told the house that .the 
president was more interested in this 
increase than in any other question 
before congress, and, as practically all 
of them had in the last election de- 
clared they had supported him, this 
was a good opportunity to live up to 
that declaration. 

An amendment by Mr. Tawney to 
reduce the number of new battleships 
to one was voted down by an even 
more decided majority than was Mr. 
Hobson's proposition for an increase to 
four. 

A provision for two fleet colliers of 
16 knots and of 12,500 tons capacity, 
costing $1,800,000 each, was adopted. 

Amendments were adopted that one 
of the battleships and one of the col- 
liers shall be built in a navy yard. 

The bill as it stands authorizes ex- 
penditures of $107,837.900.

HEARTY THANKS 
10 ROOSEVELT 


Nebraskan Says His Ideas Have 
een Made Respectable 
by the President.

Grand Rapids, Mich., April 15.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan was greetéd with 
enthusiasm here today by crowds along 
the streets, by a long line of represen- 
tative citizens that shook his hand dur- 
ing a recepticn at his hotel and by large 
audiences that gatherea at Campauw 
Square and crowded Powers’ Opera 
House, where he made addresses. 

Mr. Bryan took an early train for 
Lansing tonight. 

In his opera house speeoh Mr, 
said: 

“I don’t blame President Roosevelt for 
the financial depresston. If I had been 
president, however, I would have been 
blamed for the trouble, Roosevelt says 
he only turned on the light. I only 
blame him for having a gas fixture so 
bad it has taken him five years to turn 
it on. The republican party sold the 
country to Wall street in 1896 and de- 
livered the goods. When a gambler in 
Wall street gets cola today, the whole 
country has to shiver. 

“No one in the United States gets 
more pleasure out of what the presi- 
dent has done than-I do. I think I am 
his greatest beneficiary. He has made’ 
my ideas respectable. And the people 
use me better, too. The papers speak 
more kindly of me. The cartoons are 
hot so bad. They used to make such 
horrid pictures of me that I was afraid 
to have the papers come into the house.”’ 
Bryan as a Featherless Bird. 


Mr. Bryan described a cartoon show- 
ing him as a featheriless bird, sitting 
On a limb beside a nest on wWhich the 
president, depicted age a bird, was sit- 
ting. And the president's nest was 
feathered with feathers taken from the 
Bryan bird. Only one .feather was left 
—tariff reform—and this the president 
had given warning he would take after 
election. 

“Well, 
the president will use them,’’ 
Bryan. 

He said that the action of Governor 
Hlughes in vetoing the two-cent fare in 
New York, and in his expressed opin- 
ion that the levying of great fines on 
corporations works an injustice to stock- 
holders, showed- his sympathies to be 
with the corporations. 

“Mr. Hughes has said that the Iindi- 
vidual violators of the law should be 
given jail sentences,’ said Mr. Bryan, 
‘but we decn’t see any of the trust lead- 
ers in jail.’’ 

Taft as Heir Apparent. 


Mr. Taft he declared to be the heir- 
apparent to the Roosevelt monarchy. 
All of the other cabinet officers had 
been exposed to reform, he said, but it 
did not take, and in Taft’s case he 
believed it to be only varioloid. Taft 
had condemned Bryan as being in favor

but it has no authority to purchase land 
for the purpose of ‘‘conserving and reg- 
ulating the water supply and flow of 
streams in the interest of agriculture, 
water power and navigation.” This 
view of the case, he states, {is con- 
curred in by a majority of the members 
of the committee.

ON TELEGRAMS 


Issues 


Railroad Commission 
Important Order on 
Subject. 


The railroad <ecmmission issued yes- | 


terday an important order relative to 
telegrams, requiring all telegraph com- 
panies to put on each message received 
the exact time of receipt at the office 
of delivery. 

If the sender desires it, the company 


must also put on the time of filing at 


the office of origin, free of cost where 
the number of words does not exceel 
ten, and at an expense not to exceed 
five cents where the telegram is longer. 

The commission's order is ag follows: 
Telegraph are required to show 
on each telegram tranemit and deliver 
between points in Georgia the correct time, 
expressed in hours and minutes, that such 
telegram was received ‘at office of delivery. 
And where the sender of any such message 
desires to show also the correct time of filing 
with initial office, the transmitting company 
shall, where the words necessary to express 
the filing time added to the words in the 
body of the message do not exceed ten words, 
carry said information free. But where such 
words added to the words in the body of the 
message exceed ten words, a charge of 2 
cents per word for each word in excess of ten | 
shall be allowed, subject to a maximum extra 
charge for showing said time of filing of & 
cents.

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KILPATRICK SAYS PLAN 
IS NOT CONSTITUTIONAL 


I find several grave 
inaccuracies in your editorial of this date, 
bearing the headline ‘‘Constitutional Rights 
of the Country Counties."' Will you be fair 
enough to permit me space in your paper in 
which to point out some of these? 

Eleven times in this editorial you use such 


Fdttor Constitution: 


expressions as, ‘‘Constitutional Right,’’ ‘‘Con- 
stitutional Basis,’' ‘‘Constitutional Plan,’’ 
‘“‘As fixed by the state constitution,’’ ‘‘based 


on the ronstitution,’’ ‘‘as matter of constitu- 
tional right’’ and ‘‘as guaranteed by the state 
/ constitution.” 
Bear in mind that the subject matter under 
discussion was a democratic primary to nomi- 
nate a governor and state house officers. We 
were not discussing a general election. We 
were not discussing a primary for either 
county officers or representatives in the lower 
house of the general assembly. 

The constitution of the state of Georgia, 


without amendments, covers seventy printed 
pages in our civil code. Jf a given thing be 
contgined therein it ought to be an easy 


matter to point it out, In my former pub- 
lished article, in substance, I had asserted 
the following propositions to be true: 

First. That the constitution of the state 
had no provisions in reference to primary 
clections. 

Second. That the constitution of the state 
disregarded all county and district lines in 
so far ag concerng the election of governor, 
secretary of state, comptroller general, at- 
torney general and state school commis- 
sioner. 

Third. That the constitution of the state 
disregarded all county and district lines in 
the election of justices of the supreme court 
and of the court of appeals, judges of the su- 
perior court and solicttors general. 

Fourth. That the laws passed by the gen- 
eral assembly, governing the election of the 
commissioner of agriculture and the ratlroad 
commissioners, disregarded all county and 
district lines. . 

Fifth. That under the constitution and laws 
of this state all the officers above named 
were elected by direct vote of the people. 
Sixth. That the plain letter of the constitu- 
tion demanded that the governor should re- 
ceive a majority of the total vote cast, or 
else there would be no populag election, and, 
in that event, it was the duty of the general 
assembly to elect a governor. 

It was conceded that in the election of 
members of the lower house of the general 
assembly the plan of the constitution was to 
treat each county as a unit. It was also, in- 
ferentially, admitted that in the election of 
state senators, the forty-four senatoria! dis- 
tricts, under the constitution, were treated 
as units. 

But it was specifically pointed out that in 
the election of governor and other state house 
officers the plan of the constitution wag to 
treat the individual voter or elector as the 
unit.

Now I assert the following propositions: 
First. That the constitution of the state was 
not violated by the recent Macon convention 
and that it was not violated by the recent 
rules adopted by the state executive com- 
mittee. Second. I assert that the spirit of the 
constitution was not violated either by this 
platform, or by these rules. Your editorial, 
in effect, asserts the contrary. You hold the 
affirmative of the issue. If you are right, it 
will be easy for you to point out the section 
of the constitution violated. Will you please 
do so for the information of your readers? 

The closing paragraph of your editorial ex- 
presses the hope that the executive committee 
will speedily restore the county unit plan and 
enfranchise again to their constitutional basis 
the country counties. The platform adopted 
by the state democratic convention at Macon, 
among other things, provides as follows: 

“The state democratic executive committee 
shail be a ministerial and executive body 
Only. Ite duties shall ‘be discharged with 
judicial impartiality. It shall not assume un-— 
usual authority and shall be guided by prece- 
dent, insofar as precedent can be applied to 
existing conditions. 

“The candidate who, upon the consolidation 
of the votes throughout the entire state, re- 
ceives a majority of all the votes cast, shall 
be declared the nominee of the party for that 
office. If no candidate shall- receive a ma- 
jority of the total vote cast, the two cand}- 
dates for any office receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes cast, and no others, shal! run 
in a second primary, and the candidate re- 
ceiving a majority of the votes cast tn the 
second primary shall be declared the party’s 
nominee.’’ 

The Macon platform, for the time being, is 
the constitution !n Georgia of the democratic 
party. This constitution cannot be chagged 
until and unless the democrats dgain meet in 
convention and make the change. The execu- 
tive committee cannot possibly have the power 
to make changes in this fundamenta! law of 
democracy. The members of the democratic 
executive committee are but agents of the 
dersocratic people and the extent and scope of 
that agency is clearly defined in the demo- 
cratic platform creating the agency. Do you 
hope to gee an agent exceed the scope of his 
authority? If you do not wish to ape this, 
how happens it that you wish the creature 
to override the will of the creator? 

Now, please do not attempt to answer by ea 
discussion of rule 8 recently adopted by the 
executive committee. It is conceded that rule 
6 is the handiwork of the committee and not 
of the convention.

The anti-gambling bill fs a rider ona 
bill providing for the widening of Ben- 
nings road, the principal thoroughfare 
leading to the race course at the supb- 
urb of ‘Beanings. - The bill originated in! 
the hquse and has passed that body, so 
that it would not be neceseary to send 
it back there but for the fact that the 
form of the betting section was changed! 
by the senate. If the house does not 
accept the change it will be necessary 
to piace the bill in the hands of a con- 
ference committee for the adjustment of! 
differences in phraseology. Ag it pass 
ed the senate the gambling prohibition 
reads: 

“Tt shall ‘be unlawful] for any person 
or association of persons to bet, gamble 
or make books or pools on the resul 
of any trotting or running race of horse 
or boat race, or race of any kind, or on 
any election, or any contest of any kind 
Or game of baseball. Any iperson or as- 
sociation of persons violating the provi 
sions of this «ection shall be fined no 
exceeding $500 or be imprisoned not 
more than ninety days, or both.”
